Horizons” the architects vvill explore the 
trend of political, economic, technological 
and philosophical developments so as to 
help the architectural profession to keep 
ahead of changes in the human environ- 
ment.

VVoods, fields, mountains and lakes dom- 
inate the envorinment of Cardigan Moun- 
tain Sehool and give it unique flavor. 
The ever-changing aspects of Cardigan 
Mountain itself dominate the eastern 
horizon. City bred tensions disappear in 
these uncomplicated, natural surround- 
ings. Studying is easier viithout artificial 
distractions. 

In the classroom the emphasis is on the 
fundamentals — reading, vvriting and 
arithmetic. Throughout the vrhole school 
experience the development of character 
and leadership are of prime importance. 
Recreational activities are outdoors. 1n 
addition to the traditional football, skiing, 
hockey and baseball, Cardigan boys have 
an opportunity to leamn the skills of the 
vvoodsman, fisherman, canoeist, mountain 
elimber and camper. 

Each boy is expected to develop a sense 
of responsibility for the vvelfare of the 
school community and contribute to it. 
Each one cares for his ovn room and 
shares in the schoolkeeping chores. 


The nevv 140 acre campus on The Pe 
vhich extends into Canaan Street Lak 
at an elevation of 1,200 feet. The pı 
cipal buildings are located amid the fi: 
and vroods of the old Haffenreffer est 
vrhose mansion house had been remode 
into Clark-Morgan Hall for classroo 
library and offices. 

In 1957 additional and improved cl: 
room space and administration quari 
became necessary because of incres 
enrollment. Hopkins Hall, the nev cl 
room and office building vvas construu 
in 1958. Classrooms are designed fot 
to 20 boys in keeping vith the sel 
poliey of small classes. Special el 
rooms for language training, music p 
tice and science have been incorpor: 
into the building to increase the teacl 
facilities of the school. 

Clark-Morgan Hall vvas yemodelec 
1958 to become additional space fon 
students. Tvvo dormitories, Brevvster 
Hinman Halls, each houses 36 boys 
have faculty apartments. An auditor: 
recreation room, dark rooms and ut 
rooms are included in the dormitories.

The City Savings Bank of Laconia 
opened its nevv building for business on 
December 21, 1959. 

Teyo entrances to the bank have been 
provided. On Main Street is a vestibule 
to the banking quarters, and to stairs to 
the lovver floor vvhere the trustee”s room 
is located. The latter is available for 
small groups not associated vvith the bank 
and can be used day or night vithout 
entering the areas used by the bank. In 
the vestibule is a display case enclosing 
a model of the old lake boat the “Mt. 
VVashington.” Also in the vestibule is the 
night depository. 

A second entrance, at the rear of the 
public space in the bank, opens to a corri- 
dor to the Laconia National Bank and to 
a parking space. 

The exterior of the building is Roman 
briek and Bethel vhite granite backed up 
vrith Norlite bloeks. Trim is aluminum. 


Glass is a prominent feature. The vindovs 


on the street elevations are double glaze 
vvith plate glass. One of the sheets c 
glass in each vvindovv is tinted gray 1 
reduce glare and heat from the sun. 

Overhanging the sidevvalk is a canoy 
vrith snovv melting cables. YVVater fro) 
the canopy is carried avvay by drains. 

A vvood grained plastic laminate ve: 
used for dadoes and for the tellers” rai 
m the rail one of the stations is very 1o 
for use by children. 

In the public and clerical areas vin, 
corlon flooring has been used, vvith carpe 
ing in the private offices. 

m the banking areas acoustical plastı 
vvas used on the cellings, vvith both r 
cessed and cove lighting. Over the cel 
ing are the air condiitioning ducts. 

Heat is supplied by forced hot vate 
Year around air conditioning has also bee 
provided both for the bank and for tl 
store in the building.
